ENFORCING LIQUOR LAWS. 
GET NEW ASSIGNMENTS.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 5.— . 
Scofes of revenue officers re- 
leased from the duty of enforc- 
ing lquor regulations, are ta, 
be detailed to check up Federal - 
income tax returns, Justus 8S.

“In checking up returns, ‘evi- 
dence to show fraud will be fol- 
lowed by a thorough investiga- 
tion which, though it may re- 
quire years, will be continued 
until the persons involved are 
brought to justice,” Commis- 
sioner Roper’s g report pointed 
out. 

Wardell said the government, 
in every case warranted by the 
facts, will urge the imposition 
of the maximum penalty for 
evasions of the income tax law, 
that financial compromises will 
be rejected and that wilful 
evaders of the tax will be ac- 


corded the same treatment re- 
gardiess of their financial status.

These are questions which occupy, 


with their answers, great space in 
the London dailies. They are the 
subject of much discussion among 
the English people. 

Under the surface of the sensation 
caused by Lioyd George's announce- 
ment in Commons, of a sensational 
secret, I find and feel a deeper 
sense of unreality about the whole 
transaction. Will the Kaiser be 
tried at all? Will Holland give 
him up? Why was Lendon selected 
as the place of the proposed trial? 
In England the feeling against the 
Kaiser is only less bitter—if it is at 
all—than in France. Finally, the 
Kaiser is the first grandson of 
Queen Victoria. He is the son of 
a British princess royal. He is a 
first cousin of King George. 

“These are elementary facts of 
the situation,” says Alfred G. 
Gardner, editor of the Daily News, 
the great Liberal organ, “and it 
seems an act of extraordinary 
thoughtleseness that has raised deli- 
cate and even painful complications 
which are involved in the trial of 
William Hohenzollern within mus- 
ket shot of Buckingham Palace.” 

Speaking for the Liberals. Gard- 
ner declares a fair trial in England 
is utterly impossible. He denounces 
the proposed “course of action az 
one that sacrifices the self-respect of 
the nation to the vulgar limitations 
of a Roman triumph.” He says the 
Allies proposed to make themselves 
the court, the jury and the prosecu- 
tor before whom the chief enemy 
is to be brought for trial and de- 
clares: “Here is a scheme for keep- 
ing the wounds of war upon and the 
mind of the country excited and in- 
flamed.”

every State which voted for suffrage 
before the national suffrage amend- 
ment passed Congress. 

The funeral service was conducted 
by the Rev. Dr. Carolina Bartlett 
Crane of Kalamazoo, Mich., and 
Mrs. Catt in a brief address eulo- 
gized Dr. Shaw for her efforts in 
favor of women and laid at her feet 
the honor for the passage of the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment.

S TO BISHOP. 


Intrepid Aviator Wins Bitter Battle with 
Adverse Elements. 


Resuming his flight at Majave 
where he delivered copies of The 
Times day before yesterday, Lieut. 
Elon Brown in L. C. Brand's 150- 
horse-power Mono-Eagle reached 
Bishop yesterday morning after a 
successful battle against treacherous 
winds and untoward conditions. 
Never has the delivery of newspa-

Lieut. Brown started from Mr. 
Brand's hangar in Glendale at 8:50 
o'clock Thursday morning.

He 
encountered heavy fog from the 
start, missed Newhall tunnel land- 
mark, then circled over Ventura to 
get his bearings. He then flew over 
the Ridge Route to Mint Canyon 
and landed at Mojave from an alti- 
tude of 8000 feet ina terrific gale. 

The wind was so strong that he 
was forced to turn his motor at 1500 
revolutions to make a landing. He 
left Mojave at 12:45 o'clock Thurs- 
day, encountered dangerous air 
holes and terrific winds and put 
back to Mojave.

The conditions raised would be im- 
possible, and in many cases could 
only result in a severance of rela- 
tions and arbitrary liquidation of es- 
tates. 
DEFECTS SUMMARIZED. 

In recapitulation, and these facts 

cannot be too often brought home 


or too seriously considered, there 
will be, if the law is not killed by 
referendum: (1) Fatal restraint of 
business credita; (2). liquidation of 
community property at the death of 
either spouse; (3) inhibitions that 
will prevent both husband and wife 
from willing any part of the com- 
munity property without the writ- 
ten consent of the other; (4) poten- 
tial invalidation of every existing 
will of husband or wife: (5) grave 
uncertainties and ambiguities will be 
cast upon community property laws; 
(6) endless litigation and increasing 
cost and difficulty of probate. The 
law was hastily and improperly pre- 
pared. It offers no attraction to any 
wife. It is burdensome and crip- 
Piling in the limitations it imposes 
upon the business activities of any 
husband. 

If any citizen has not already 
signed the referendum petition, it is 
a duty of good citizenship to do so 
at once. Authorized circulators are 
at convenient places through the 
business district, and petitions are 
available at any bank. “Fifty-five 
thousand names are needed to as- 
sure the holding up of this danger- 
ous freak legislation. About 35,000 
names have been secured. The bal- 
ance must be filled this week. The 
time is short, the necessity impera- 
tive.

sesses a fighting heart that can more than 
make amends for lack of experience and 
exterior efficiency. When the challenge 
comes from overseas it will be responded 
to by a fighter. 

America’s experience in the great war 
Was visualized by that Willard-Dempsey 
fight. On the one hand was.a grea: fight- 
ing machine; possessing strength, science 
and experience; on the other was a fighter 
with a heart. Dempsey fought like our lib- 
erty boys in France. He knew he was go- 
ing in against superior weight and experi- 
ence, but he was bound to win that belt if 
it was within the range of possibility. And 
to the strong heart and active brain few 
things are impossible. 


During recent months the world has seen 


a number of instances of the lack of the 
fighting heart and we are beginning to 
learn that the spirit is a more powerful 
force than material efficiency. The Ger- 
man military machine possessed powerful 
organization and equipment; but it lacked 
the fighting heart. That could not be sup- 
plied by a Hohengzollern, and it was the 
men who made up in will to conquer what 
they lacked in discipline that won. 

The Russian Bolsheviki are another ex- 
ample of the lack of the fighting heart. 
There are hundreds of thousands of men 
of sturdy physical build enlisted in Lenine’s 
armies. They are cruel and bloodthirsty; 
but whenever they meet anything like an 
equal force of determined troops they turn 
and flee. Their superior numbers and equip- 
ment cannot be substituted for the fighting 
heart. Their very crimes have robbed their 
sinews of their strength. 


| been written in the American press about 


the loss of prestige of this country in Eu- 
rope, due to alleged mistakes made bv 
President Wilson and the American com- 
missioners at the Peace Conference. It is 
refreshing to read in the official records of 
the Polish General Assembly that one peo- 
ple at least is not unmindful of the efforts 
made by the American government in its 
behalf. 

In his address to the Polish Congress, de- 
livered at Warsaw, Premier Paderewski 
said: 

We have very much to be grateful for 
to America and its President. Without 
the powerful support of President Wil- 
son, whose heart the best friend of the 
Polish cause, Col. House, was able to 
win for us, Poland would no doubt have 
remained an internal qiestion for Ger- 
many and Russia, at best confined with- 
in those frontiers which were consigned 
to her in 1916. 

America is giving us food; America 
is giving us boots, clothes, munitions 
of war and supplies on easy terms and 
with long credit. We are sharing with 
the border peoples the supplies we get 
from America. Yesterday I learned 
that 2000 tons of cotton would arrive 
at Gdansk in a few days, and that the 
Ministry of Finance in Washington 
were considering the question of get- 
ting Poland a considerable loan. 
Following the address of the Polish Pre- 

mier comes the announcement from Wash- 
ington that a Polish commission is on its 
way to this country to negotiate a loan of 
$1,000,000,000 jointly with the government 
and American financiers to enable the Pol- 
ish government to “begin extensive manu- 
facturing, land cultivation ahd the develop- 
ment of her other resources.” The an- 


nouncement is also made that 2 deal has |

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been closed “whereby Poland obtains be- 
tween fifty and seventy million dollars’ 
worth of American army supplies and equip- 
ment now in France.” 


Americans will not be unmindful of the | 


needs of this newborn republic. The grate- 
ful recognition given by Premier Pader- 
ewski will be duly appreciated; but we 
are afraid that Col. House has conveyed the 
impression that the American government 
is prepared to play the banker to the coun. 
tries it has helped to croate. 

Judging from published extracts of its 
Constitution, the new government of Po- 
land inclines to democracy and lacks the 
representative features that give stability 
to American institutions. A Polish loan 
might be floated in this country if it were 
an industrial and not a governmental loan; 
if it were a loan subscribed by our finan- 
ciers and not guaranteed by our govern- 
ment.

If 
that government is to begin with experi- 
ments in state socialism it will have to 
retrace its steps before its population can 
become politically and economically inde- 
pendent. It would be much better for Pol- 
ish industry and financiers to appeal to the 
financial interests of this country for sup- 
port in re-establishing private industry—to 
Place their credit on a commercial basis— 
than for this government to loan the tax 
money of American citizens to the Polish 
government for socialistic experiments. 
The latter policy would be an imposition 
on the hard-pressed salary-earners of th 
United States.

A few spoken words of 
ceremonial mean nothing. So runs the ar- 
gument and soon the field is furrowed for 
the sowing of the seeds of unleashe1 love.

AVIATORS FIND AERIAL 
ATHLETICS NECESSARY 


FLYING STUNTS ARE NOT FOR 
AMUSEMENT PURPOSES; 
ARMY RECRUITING. 


Declaring that “every little air 
movement hag a meaning all its 
own,” and that the difficult and even 
Gangerots maneuvers of the air- 
planes, which the people on the 
ground witness with almost breath- 
less expectancy, have actual com- 
mercial importance, Lieut. Paul R. 
Williams, who was in command of 
the expedition wf army aviators, 
which exhibited at Lincoln Park, 
Friday, said, “Army aviators are 
not taught these aerial athletics to 
amuse, but rather to make them fit 
for war-time fiying.” 

“If another war’comes on, we 
hope to have the United States start 
with the mastery of the air,’ the 
lieutenant said. “The men we 
need are the men who will study 
and work, ambitious young men who 
will establish a mastery of the air 
and these very intricate and very 
delicate pieces of machinery, the 
most wonderful that man has ever 
built.” 

The flying exhibitions that the 
army aviators are now giving is re- 
cruiting duty. The air service 
needs young men, and is enlisting 
all qualified men who apply. 

“We find that interest In aviation 
has not fallen off with the ending 
of the war,” the Heutenant stated, 
“but that the public is keenly alive 
to its value and importance. There 
is not a tail-spin, side slip, loop-the- 
loop, or a leaf fall which might not 
be found valuable to an aviator un- 
der some stress of circumstances. In 
the deadly maneuvers of war, of 
course, all this is absolutely neces- 
sary to survive.”’

IMPETUS FOR ART. 


LARGE FINANCIAD SUPPORT 
FOR NEW SEASON. 


The establishment of peace condi- 
tions will lend the impetus of action 
to the coming musical season. In- 
dications point to the greatest de- 
velopmenis in local history of the 
art. Visiting artists will be more 
numerous than any season previous 
to the war, while projected enter- 


prises originating here are more 
elaborate than ever before. There 


tion in improving the quality of the 
performances, and for this reason 
if no other, there will greater 
things achieved musically. 

Never before have such large sums 
of money been raised for symphonic 
music as announced by the heads 
of the two local organizations, the 
Loa Angeles Symphony Orchestra 
and the Philharmonic. The sum to- 
tal of the money made available for 
this all-important branch of local 
music approaches $200,00v. 

It would seem that one secret 
all lines of endeavor learned out of 
the war is that of raising money 
for public enterprises, and now a 
large part of the money, formerly 
defiected into channels which led to 
the protection of the country, will 
now go toward social improvernent, 
and the betterment of artistic condi- 
tions which is one of the most im- 
portant phases of this improvement. 

Three or four chamber music or- 
ganizations are already arranging 
seasons and have expressed their 
faith in the public's increasing taste 
for instrumental ensemble. It is @ 
known fact tha the growth of this 
taste is recognized in all sections of 
the country, for the reason that 
chamber music is representative of 
the reactionary movement toward 
a pure? form, It is practically the 
only type of music which has re- 
mained uninfluenced by passing 
fads in music, and held to its pris- 
tine simplicity.

There is such 
a thing as keeping the golden sphere 
of melody in motion to prevent the 
interest of the people from veering 
to other kinds of entertainment and 
other forms of the: expression of 
culture. Music needs its vogue jnst 
the same as any other fashion, and 
one way to keep music popular is 
to have it in plenteous amount, even 
though the danger of an overdose 
exists.

No gently sentimental reason 
caused Hahn & Lohman to house 
these hundreds of costumes, those 
tons of scenery, these forests of 
furniture. Neither had Josie Fifer 
been hired to walk wistfully among 
them like a spinster wandering in 
a dead rose garden. No, they were 
stored for a much thriftier reason. 
They were stored, if you must know, 
for possible future use. H. & L.

and elegant with the elegance of a 


departed age which was more cere- 
monious than ours, he is more like 
a lord in fiction than one in real 
life. One of the handsomest men 
of his time, he affects the Early 
Victorian style of dress—the high 
stock, the wide-brimmed silk hat, 
and the voluminous cravat—and 
this combines with his height and 
his pallor, and his grave, finely 
chiselled face, to give him the air 
of a former age—the age in which 
they danced minuets and played 
with snuff-boxes beneath the 
candelabra, Born at Fontainebleau, 
France, he is one of the Yorkshire 
Listers, and the fourth baron of a 
creation of 1797. He served for 
several years in the Rifle Brigade, 


Queen Victoria and Master of the 
Buckhounds, an ancient office that 
is now obsolete. He is a first-rate 
rider to hounds, but he has had 
more than one mishap in the hunt- 
ing field and in 1910 had his leg 
broken in four places below the 
knee.

Gisburne Park, one of the finest 
homes of sport in Yorkshire and 
consisting of some 4800 acres, came 
to Lord Ribblesdale’s family through 
the marriage of one of his early 
ancestors, Thomas LAdster, with 
Tsabel, daughter and heir of John 
de Bolton, Bowbearer. The mar- 
riage took place exactly nine cen- 
turies ago. Gisburne is famous for 
its pictures, especially one of Oliver 
Cromwell. The painting bears on 
it the word “Now!” which, it is 
conjectured, had reference to Crom- 
well’s. peremptory mandate for King 
Charles's execution. Tradition has 
it that this picture was Cromwell's 
own present to his ally, Gen. Lam-

COLRT TO SAY WHO'LL 
SUE IN CIVIL CASES. 


COUNTY 
ATTORNEY DISPUTE MAY 
THUS BE ENDED. 


Reopening the controversy as to 
whether the wystrict Attorney or 
the County Counsel shall represent 
this county in civil cases, a petition 
for a hearing in the State Supreme 
Court of a petition for a writ of 
mandate, recently denied by the Dis- 
trict Court of aypeals, was filed yes- 
terday with the local clerk of the 
highest State court. A brief in the 
case Was prepared and filed by 
Deputy District Attorney Clark on 
behalf of Dist. ~Atty. Woolwine, the 
petitioner. 

In ah opinion handed down on 
May 26, last, by the District Court 
of Appeals, the writ was denied on 
the ground that County Counsel 
Hill appears as counsel of record for 
the Board of Supervisors, who con- 
trol litigation of the couhty in these 
cases. The writ was brotight to 
have the Superior Court substitute 
the District Attorney as counsel for 
the county in three cases pending in 
the Superior Court. The reviewing 
court held that the Board of 8u- 
pervisors had not given notice of 
a change of counsel. 

In the argument. set forth in the 
petition filed yesterday it is alleged 
that the District Court “was guided 
by erroneous views of statutory 
construction,” that it relies upon 
decisions of the Supreme Court not 
applicable to the issues; that it 
failed to consider decisions involv- 
ing the very co@@emmtions made by 
the petitioner, and that the court 
adopted, a construction in conflict 
with ction No. 4041 of the 
Political Code and the decision in 
the case of Merced county vs. Cook. 

It is also argued that the Board 
j of Supervisors, according to the 
jcounty charter, may employ counsel 
to assist the District Attorney in 
conducting such cases, and that the 
meaning of the provisions was that 
such counsel was merely to “asist™ 
the District Attorney.

His Experiences. 


Interesting Story of 


Interesting stories of the motor 
car experiences in France will con- 
tinue to reach here until long after 
the last American soldier has ieft 
the other side. 
Don Lee receives on an average 
of six letters a week from boys who 
have watched the performance of 
the army cars and want to tel! their 
epinion of the work done.

“It is a very common sight in 


the mountains. to see two identical 
cars perfofming in very different 
fashion on the same grade. One will 
have to stop and have the radiator 
refilled at every watering place, 
while the other may go through 
without boiling at all. The whole 
difference in the performance of the 
two cafs may lie in the way the 
drivers handle them. ; 

“Trying to make speed on a steep 
mountain road is dangerous in the 
first place and will not gain you 
any time in the long run. The 
driver who plugs along at an easy 
gait and shoyed some consideration 
for hig car is apt to go very much 
fatther in a day in the mountains 
than the impatient man who tries 
to rush things. 

“The average driver in Southern 
California has to use his gears so 
little in every-day driving that he 
may forget what they are intended 
for when he gets in the mountains. 
To let a car labor in high imposes 
the severest sort of strain on every 
part of the mechanism. When your 
ear shows signs of slackening in 
high, drop into second, or if second 
is not enough, use your low gear, 
but whatever you do, keep your 
thotor turning over freely instead 
of laboring. : 

“Proper spark adjustment is im- 
portant also in mountain driving. 
On cars where the spark must be 
adjusted by hand, you may feel 
the need of a “third hand” occa- 
sionally. On. the Velie, the spark ad- 
justment is automatic. and takes 
just that much off your mind in 
mountain driving. It is impossible 
to get a “spark knock" from a 
Velie motor, for the spark au- 
tomatically changes with the vary- 
ing motor speeds.

ANCIENT HORTICULTURAL ARTS 
PRACTICED IN MODERN GROVES. 


BY ROBERT 


LTHOUGH budding and grafting are 
A among the most ancient of horticul- 

tural arts, it is surprising how few 
fruit growers in general are familiar with 
the principles involved and able to perform 
these relatively simple operations. And to 
the mere layman, it is a source of contin- 
ual astonishment to learn of the many in- 
teresting and practical uses to which these 
two practices are put. 

Budding and top-working are of particu- 
lar interest to citrus growers at the pres- 
ent time because the researches of A. D. 
Shamel and others have conclusively shown 
that a large percentage of our bearing cit- 
rus trees are “slackers,” a condition only 
to be remedied by pulling out and replant- 
ing or by top-working. The latter is by far 
the quickest method of repairing the loss 
and is entirely safe, if done by one who 
thoroughly understands what he is doing, 
and if followed up properly for two or three 
years. But for the man who does not un-

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case the buds usually remain dormant until 
spring. Stocks upon which the buds fail, 
may be rebudded in April or May. It often 
happens, unfortunately, that a certain pro- 
portion of fall set buds start into growth 
immediately, thus exposing a few inches 
of very tender growth to the dangers of 
winter.. In Buch a case, the number of 
orchard heaters set in the nursery should 
be increased and the fires started at the 
first indication of frost. 

In California, the usual method of in- 
sertion is the shield or “T” method. The 
bud-stick is grasped firmly with the tip 
toward the operator. With a very sharp 
budding knife the vud is cut out by insert- 
ing the blade, about one-half inch below 
and drawing it beneath the bud and out 
about one-half inch above thus cutting a 
bud about one inch long. The bud is held 
firmly beween the thumb and the knife 
blade while a slit is cut in the bark of 
the stock three to six inches above the 
ground and one-half inch long. At the top 
| of this slit, a cross-cut is made with the 
_ edge of the blade of the knife inclined 
then inserted in 
this slit, the operator being careful to have 
the leaf scar or bottom of the bud down. 
The back of the point of the knife is then 
placed on the leaf scar and the bud pushed 
down until the upper end is below the cross- 
cut, and in any event until the pressure of 
the bud begins to split the bark beyond the 
previously made slit. A strip of waxed 
cloth is then wrapped qnite firmly around 
the stock five or six times so as to cover 
the bud completely. Some budders prefer 
to leave the eve exposed but this is not 
necessary. Buds are usually set on any 
side as regards the point of compass, or 
in other words. the side most convenient 
to the budder. The bark usually slips. 
and the buds take better directly under 
a small branch. . 

Some budders prefer to use the inverted 
‘T” method. The cross cut in the bark of 
the stock is made lower and the bud pushed 
upward instead of downward into place.

PHOENIX (Ariz.)—Including the major 
items of cotton, alfalfa, grains, live stock, 
melons, fruits, etc., the Salt River Valley 
has reached an agricultural production rec- 
ord approximating $25,000,000 annually. 
During the past year the co-operative irri- 
gation association has furnished an ample 
water supply to 205,616 acres. About three- 
fourths of the water has been conserved 
by the Roosevelt reservoir, with actual 
storage of 60 per cent. If the reservoir 
had been non-existent, the acreage hardly 
could have been half the figures given and 
the production might have been no More 
than a third. The past year was recognized 
as a drought period in almost every section 
west of the Rockies, but without local effect 
upon agricultural production. 

The lack of a high reservoir level, how- 
ever, has caused a materia] lowering of the 
association's revenues from water power, 
as the Roosevelt works could not furnish 
al] the current needed at Miami, even with 
that camp’s diminished production of cop- 
per. Still, for the past year. the gross in- 
come from power was $416,386, a net profit 
of $309,000. Power works, with gross ca- 
pacity for about 25,000 horse power, are 
located at Roosevelt, below the dam, oppo- 
site Tempe, at the end of a cross-cut power 
canal, on the Consolidated Canal near Mesa 
and on the Arizona Canal, at the falls near 
Ingleside. Current is supplied for lighting 
and power uses in Phoenix, Tempe, Mesa, 
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blight which causes yellowing and wither- 
ing of the vines after the second setting is 
also causing the growers worry. Labora- 
tery investigations have been begun by the 
Federal authorities with the hope of iso- 
lating and controlling organisms which 
cause the disease. 


APRICOTS ARE LATE. 

BYRN MAWR.—The apricot crop is late 
this year and in all probability there will 
be no extensive picking of fruit in this 
district until well into July. The cloudy 
and foggy weather through May and the 
early part of June is given as the cause 
of the fruit being so late in ripening. The 
trees that were not well pruned are now 
so laden with fruit that the growers have 
been hard put to keep the trees from being 
broken to pieces. The fruit is large and 
in fine shape, and in all probabilty the 
crop in this section will run more than 
twelve tons. The finest fruit will be 
shipped to the Redlands, Ontario and San 
Bernardino canneries. The next best fruit 
is cut and dried in the big driers here. L. 
O. Yount, the largest apricot grower of the 
Redlands section, is planning to dry all 
the apricots that he can get.. Last year he 
sold his entire output of dried apricots 
to one firm at the highest price ever re 
ceived here for the fruit. Yount has both 
apricots and oranges, and he says in re 
cent years his apricots have been paying 
him excellent returns the price being com- 
parable with that of oranges. The pits 
are all sold, for they are used in making 
oils and soaps. The new cannery at Red-

MACHINERY GREAT HOPE. 

Our great hope is in the invention and 
production of farm machinery. To produce 
bone and brawn takes time and infinite 
trouble; but the cunning and efficient tool 
of tempered steel may be turned out at 
short notice, and in almost unlimited 
quantities, because machinery begets ma- 
chinery and the question of human hands 
resolves itself largely into a mere process 
of superintendency,. 

Factory machinery has had its day, Its 
development has been carried to the ex- 
treme. But farm machinery, which is of 
much greater importance, has lagged by 
the wayside. Now it must come into its 
kingdom, not only because it is right, but 
because it has to be.

A sea- 
son's crop could hardly be spared while 
waiting for the summer-faliowing to pass. 
Bat the introduction of the farm tractor 
puts a different face upon the matter. By 
the use of this machine, the land may be 
plowed, harrowed and sown to the green 
manuring crop all at one operation and 
that in great daily areas.

All the fruit that has been run through 
a sperarator in association packing 
houses and culled out because of showing 
injury by frost will be kept separate in the 
shipments made to the products company 
and such fruit will be used only in the 
manufacture of the marmalade..

During the war, to encourage production 
of all kinds of food supplies, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and the various State 
agricultugal colleges organized hundreds of 
boys’ and girls’ clubs, and taught the young- 
er generations how to grow corn, raise pigs 

; and poultry, and produce garden vegetables 
in out-of-the-way nooks on our farms. ‘The 
girls took to this work as keenly as the 
boys, and in many instances the 
walked off with the prizes because of their 
superior products. Nor did the farm girth 
confine their efforts to the canning and pre- 
serving which were established, but 
they undertook to grow crops on the land, 
doing all the work themselves. In the va- 
rious pig and baby beef clubs, the girls 
were as numerous as the boys, and the re- 
roe obtained were about on a par between 

em. 

Besides teaching the younger generation 
many useful things that will be of great 
value to them in the future, the aggregate 
returns from the activities of the various 

dollars, and in practically every instance 
this added production would not have been 
attained by any other method, as the older 
people of the farms were busy producing 
all they could in the regular way. 

THEY RAISED POULTRY. 

In the West many farm girls undertook 
to raise poultry and made a success of it, 
too. By fencing off a small parcel of land 
not used by dad, and by getting him to 
“grubstake” the venture by setting aside a 
few hens from the home flock, or by pur- 
chasing them when no chickens were kept, 
the small flock was gradually built up un- 
til the returns from eggs and pullets enabled 
the young grower to buy War Savings 
Stamps or Liberty Bonds. ‘ 

In Utah, especially, many boys and girls 
have gone into the rabbit-raising business, 
finding it most profitable. It costs about 
25 cents to raise a rabbit to the age of 
three months, and at that time it may be 
marketed at 35 or 40 cents a pound. The 
pelts bring from 15 to 75 cents, depending 
on the kind of rabbit and its size. Com- 
pared with poultry, rabbit raising in Utah 
has proved much more economical, as rab- 
bits are very hardy and require no expensive 
feed. For example, one club member re- 
ports that she feeds only oats, cabbage and 
water. In some places in the State the 

demand exceeds the supply. Hotels and 

restaufants which serve rabbit as often as 
they do chicken, are the chief buyers. 

Down in Texas the girls and women of 
the rural communities are showing great 
interest In the production of all kinds of 
food products, and one girl from Fairbanks 
raised on ther half-acre plot enough vege- 
tables to fill 1418 cans, including 1080 cans 
of tomatoes, 150 cans of beans, sixty cans 
of English peas, seventy-cight cans of to- 
matoes and okra and fifty cana of sweet 
potatoes.

With lete set buds there is sometimes a 
danger of the superabundance of sap dur- 
ing hot weather “drowning out” the buds if 
all the top of the stock is removed too 
suddenly. Occasionally the tops are 
“lopped” or cut half through and bent 
down in the middle in order to gradually 
change the flow of the sap. They are re- 
moved entirely after a month or six weeks. 
TOP-WORKING OLD TREES. 


Not only is top-working resorted to to 
eliminate slacker trees, but it is often used 
when it seems desirable to change an or- 
chard from one variety to another in as 
short a time as possible. Any variety of 
citrus tree may be top-worked to any other 
variety, although some combinations suc- 
ceed better than others. No striking case 
of lack of congeniality between stock and 
scion in citrus has as yet been reported. 

There are two widely used systems used 
for the top-working of old and bearing trees 
although modifications. of each are to be 
found in use by certain budders. 

The most common system used for top- 
working old trees is that of cutting the 
top back, leaving only the main framework 
branches cut back to a height of four or 
five feet, and allowing strong shoots to 
grow and later budding into these shoots. 
This method involves deheading the tree 
before budding it over. 

The trees selected for top-working are 
cut back, as described, in February, March 
or April. If cut back too early, before 
danger from frost is over, they may be very 
easily killed outright, and if cut too late 
in the summer, the shock is occasionally 
enough to result in death. February and 
March are usually the best months for 
cutting back. In every case one limb, pre- 
ferably on the southwest side, should be 
left to draw the sap and shade the bare 
trunk. Such limbs are called “safety 
limbs.” Immediately upon cutting them 
back all wounds over one inch in diameter 
should be treated with a good wound dress- 
ing such as grafting wax or an asphaltum 
preparation to prevent drying out and in- 
fection with wood-rot producing organisms. 
entire tree, including the “safety 
limb” should be given a good coat of white- 
wash to prevent injury from sunburn, to 
which citrus trees are very susceptible. 
a strong growth of shoots has oc- 
curred, these should be thinned out to three 
or four per stub, depending largely upon 
the size, and when they have reached a 
enfficient size, which will usually be by 
June or July, buds are inserted in these 
shoots in exactly the same manner in which 
the seedlings are budded. If the shoots do 
not large enough to bud before 
August, it is better to insert the buds 
later, in September or October, and to al- 
low them to remain dormant until the fol- 
lowing spring when they are forced out 
by cutting the shoot back. 

If bude are inserted in June, they should 
be forced out in July and all snckers kept 
down until about August 15, all 
in that period being forced into the buds. 
After that time, however, everything should 
be allowed to grow so as to_ provide 
enough top growth to draw the sap well and 
to protect the “buds,” should frost occur. 
“Safety” limbs should be left on through 
the winter season, being cut off the next 
spring when all growth but the buds is 
again cut off and all the energies of the 
tree are concentrated in the “buds.” 


BUDDING BEFORE DEHEADING.

cut is used almost entirely for this kind of 
work and much better results are to be 
obtained with the use of “cured” buds, 
These are buds which were cut along in 
January or February and stored in Sphag- 
num moss or damp sand to harden up. Such 
buds will not “slip” like freshly cut buds 
and will stand considerably more rough 
treatment and still grow. It is also an _ 
vantage to use relatively large buds 

this kind of work and to leave consider- 
able wood with the bud in cutting so that 
at the heel a triangular piece is available 
for use in pushing the bud in place. 

In case the bark is very thick, it may be 
pared down with-a knife, or it may be 
raised by the use of a thin bone probe. 
Paring down should not be carried to ex- 
cess; as it results in curling of the bark 
and its pulling away from the buds. 

From three to four buds to the branch 
are sufficient and after wrapping with waxed 
cloth these buds should remain at least 3 
month, sometimes six weeks, when they 
will have taken. [If still early enough in 
the , the limbs should be cut back 
to six inches above the buds and growth 
forced out from the buds. 

Then from eight to twelve inches in 
length the buds should be topped to make 
them stocky and in windy sections espe- 
cially should be tied loosely to the stub 
to prevent breaking out. The following 
season the stub should be cut back flush, 
with the top of the buds and waxed over. 
Where early frosts are to be expected it 
is safer to place buds in the old wood, later 
in the summer, and allow them to remain 
dormant until the following spring. 

SOURCE OF BUD WOOD. 

For the amateur certainly, and probably 
even for the up-todate grower, the best 
source of bud wood is the Bud Selection De- 
partment of the Fruit Growers’ Supply 
Company, the subsidiary organization of 
the California Fruit Growers’ Exchange. 
Where one is selecting his own bud wood, 
the greatest of caré must be used, par- 
ticularly with the navel orange, pn ac- 
count of its proneness to deterioration into 
degenerate strains. 

Bud wood should be selected only from 
trees known to consistently bear large 
crops of excellent quality fruit and only 
from trees of this sort which are uniform 
throughout. To be safe, buds should be 
cut only from branches carrying fruit. The 
same is largely true of the lemon and to 
a lesser degree of the Valencia.

of success. Orange and lemon growers are 
well pleased with designs of tractors which 
are cultivating their groves and turning 
under cover crops with greater facility 
and dispatch than with horse outfits. 
Although the majority of tractors have 
wheels or tracks spaced correctly for the cul- 
tivation of most California row crops, some 
machines have specially spaced wheels 
and tracks to fit bean, sugar beet, cotton 
and potato rows. Even the twenty-four- 
inch tractor wheel or track, correctly 
spaced, it has been found, does less dam- 
age to growing crops than horses. Per- 
haps this is true because the same crops 
are seeded by tractors in straighter rows 
than is possible with horses.

TRACTOR OPERATION. | 


Automotive engineers lay stress on the 
statement that the prime requisite in the - 
use of kerosene as a tractor fuel is motor 
heat. The motor must be kept hot, and the 
radiator water very warm or the best re- 
sulte will not be achieved. 

Tractors designed to burn kerosene are 
provided with an auxiliary tank of gaso- 
line to be used in starting, but there are 
many western farmers who use distillate 
instead of kerosene, using the higher grav- 
ity fuel for starting. In either case the 
kerosene or distillate should not be 
turned in too soon after starting. If the 
operator waits until the motor is thorough- 
ly warm before starting to use the cheaper 
fuels the tractor Will run smoother. If 
the weather is cool, or the tractor load 
light, it is a good plan to’ cover the radia- 
tor, at least partially. If the water in the 
radiator is kept near the boiling point 
there wil! be economical combustion «‘» 
the fuel. 

Avoid too rich a mixture in using either 
kerosene or distillate. Close adjustment of 
the carburetor is necessary for best results. 
Kerosene is somewhat thicker than distil- 
late. Consequently the fuel needle valve 
must be opened more for kerosene than 
for distillate. Too rich a mixture of either 
kerosene or distillate will result in the de- 
posit of carbon in the combustion cham- 
ber and on cylinder walls, destroying the 
lubrication and compression,

MIGRATORY APIARIES. 

Mr. Wavens of Santa Ana, is giving the 
question of migratory apiaries close 
study.

When all is prepared, have any one 
of several firms deliver to you the re- 
quired number of three or six-pound pack- 


jages of bees. From your original stands 


riace one card of brood in each ‘box and 
shake the package of bees into their new 
home. It is advisable to have in the 
apiary two “thoroughbred” colonies, one of 
which is queenless. The pure golden queen 
can then be so moved back and forth be- 


tween these as to produce the maximum 


of queen cells. When you have shaken 
the bees into the prepared hive let them 
stand fort a day or two in order to cet ac- 
customed to their new home. At the end 
of this time introduce from the thorough- 


bred colony one of the partly matured | 


queen cells. 

“In mv own case this plan worked 
splendidly and I can only urge others to 
make a practice of strengthening their bees 
hy the addition in one way or another of 
new stock in the form of queenless pack- 


|ages or young bees.” 


CATCHING STRAY SWARMS. 


‘A method of expanding practiced quite — 


widely throughout Southern California is 
that of placing decoy “catch boxes” about 
the country, in hopes that in swarming sea- 
son migratory swarms will settle therein. 


This rather haphazard method has been at- 
tended with unusual success in many in- 
stances. Mr. Havens reports that he has 
found the catch box over 40 per cent. ef- 
ficient. The preparing and locating of 
catch boxes is quite a study in itself, and 
its value to the large apiarist is still in 
doubt in the minds of many. , 

Although it is not an uncommon sight 
to see the catch boxes placed in the shaded 
and yet open branches of the walhut trees, 
from rather extensive observation and 
questioning there seems to be no doubt but 
that boxes placed on tank-house roofs have 
proved the more enticing. It is a very 
common thing to see decoy boxes placed 
on every tank house within two or three 
miles of a large apiary, for once a swarm 
starts moving, they. are by common under- 
standing, anyone's property. 

The captured swarm has been thought 
to be the most industrious of all workers, 
and today its efficiency must not be li- 
beled. But as Wr. Adkinson says: “The 
bees shipped in packages beat the swarms 
we pick up in every -way.” And in his 
apiary the truta of this is apparent. In 
many boxes the tamest, most indus- 
trious and most contented bees seemed to 
be those from Texas and Northern Cali- 
fornia. 

Package bees seem to be the salvation 
ef the beginning apiarist, for in the past 
he has had to buy diseased or run-down 
colonies and must clean these up before 
he could begin to look for returns. The 
shipped-in packages bring substantial re- 
turns the first year, and sometimes even 
pay for themselves two and three times 
over. | 

A constant menace to the apiarist in 
Southern California is the heat. Those 
contemplating the starting of an apiary 
ehould be prepared to properly ventilate 
and shade their stands. There should be 
a shading board provided with an air space 
between it and the top of the stand. This 
apace need not be large, but it should be 
big enough to permit the air to circulate 
freely. At the present time Mr. Adkinson 
is watching with interest the comparative 
progress of ventilated and unventilated 
hives. A certain amount of warm weather 
is a godsend to the bees, but too much 
heat is disastrous, to say the least. 

The honey-producing industry is wak- 
ing up. In the past it has been among the 
least progressive of the various forms of 
ranching. But today, by organizing into 


co-operative honey associations, the bee-— 


keepers seem in a fair way to get a square 
deal. And with this realizat.on and prog- 
reas, honey producing will cease to be an 
avocation and will become che vocation of 
many progressive ranchers.

summer drink. Hot tea, coffee or cocoa 
ig not only appetizing, but goes a teal way 
ju making an otherwise cold lunch digest- 
It often prevents the more delicate 
members of a picnic “kill joy” 
fatigue and headache that jaunting all day 
in dhe open means to some people. 

To carry the picnic lunch satisfactorily 
there are numbers of ways. First there is 
the thermos bottle for keeping liquids hot 
or cold. Paper plates are very cheap. Wood- 
en plates are also inexpensive and may be 
washed and used over again. They permit 
juicy foods to be eaten from them, are un- 
breakable and can be wedged into a picnic 
box very compactly. A large box or basket 
makes a convenient hold-all for the entire 
lunch. 

If the picnic involves street cars and walk- 
ing a distance, a box with equipment to be 
thrown away after the lunch is eaten is by 
far the best, for then there is no trouble- 
some burden to carry home. If the going 
and returning is in a machine, a basket, tin 
drinking cups, bottles, glass fruit jars and 
knives, forks and spoons can easily be it 
carried if desired.
